WASHINGTON, Aug. 10.—(By the 
Associated Press.) Slowly, but surely, 
the lines of battle are being drawn on 
the financial question, and, before an- 
other ‘day passes, the country will 
probably be acquainted with the full 
plan of procedure. It is believed 
that a plan has been finally evolved 
which is likely to win the approval 
of the majority of all elements. 

Tonight all indications point to a 
drawn battle on the floor of the House 
without reference of the question to 
the Committee on Coinage, Weights 
and Measures. Mr. Bland readily 
acquiesces in the programme to fight 
the battle out on the floor of the 
House in the committee of the whole, 
and in this arrangement the antl-sil- 
ver men, of course, readily agree. 

Two bills, one of which is to turn 
all discussion to the financial question, 
were today fully prepared and are 
ready for presentation. The one 
drawn by the anti-silver men is brief 
and to the point. It tersely provides 
for the unconditional repeal of so 
much of the act of July 14, 1890, as 
directs the monthly purchase of 
4,500,000 ounces of silver bullion and 
the issuing of treasury notes thereon. 
The measure drawn by the free-coin- 
age people is longer, and is unique in 
being drawn in a manner which will 
develop the greatest possible strength 
of the free-coinage element of the 
House. 

The first portion of the bill provides 
that all holders of $100 or more of sil- 
ver bullion of the standard weight shall 
be entitled to have the same coined 
into silver dollars at the mints of the 
United States. The dollars so coined 
are to be legal tender for all debts, 
dues and demands, both public and 
private, and any holder of silver dol- 
lars may, at his discretion, deposit the 
same in the United States treasury and 
receive silver certificates for the same. 
The number of grains of silver to be 
contained in the standard dollar is to 
be determined on the floor of the 
House. The closing section of the bill 
provides, briefly, for the repeal of the 
Sherman purchasing clause. 

The bill drawn by the free coinage 
men is ‘regarded by their opponents, as 
well as by their friends, as the strong- 
est measure that Gould possibly be pre- 
of ratio being left to the House. Silver 
given faltering free coinage men for 
the abandonment of their principles. 
If the opponents of free coinage have 
numerical strength, they oan, of course, 
successively strike out every section of 
the bill relating to free coinage, and 
leave only the last section, which pro- 
vides for the immediate repeal of the 
Sherman purchasing clause. 

The principal question still to be de- 
termined is which of the two bills is to 
have priority of consideration. The sil- 
ver men fear that if the repealing bill 
should be first taken up, the free coin- 
age amendments which would natur- 
ally be proposed might, under the strict 
interpretation of parliamentary law, be 
declared not germain to the subject 
under consideration, the main question 
being that of repeal. To guard against 
such a ruling and to insure successive 
votes on all propositions to be pre- 
sented by the silver men, the latter de- 
mand that the bill of the free coinage 
men, which also contains a clause re- 
pealing the purchasing clause, shall be 
given priority of consideration. 


FIFTY-THIRD CONGRESS.

NEW YORK; Aug. 10.—(By the As- 
sociated Press.)° Gen. Benjamin F. 
Tracy, ex-Seeretary of the Navy, today 
talked of the currency famine, and he 
said: 

“The administration has ample power 
to relieve the currency famine in forty- 
eight ours by exercising the authority 
with which it is clothed by the stat- 
utes, It may Be done in cither of two 
ways. There are more than $300,000,000 
of standard silver dollars in the Treas- 
ury Department at Washington. The

BEFORE DECISION. 


Preliminary Arguments as to the Beginning 


of Discussion. 

WASHINGTON, Aug. 10.—(By the 
Associated Press.) The committee ap- 
pointed by thé House free silver cau- 
cus met this morning for the purpose | 
of preparing a@ measure favorable to 
silver. The anti-silver representatives 
in the house met and later joined the 
free silver people. The latter submitted 
their measure to the opposing forces, 
and discussion followed. No agreement 
was reached, and the conference ad- 
journed shortly after 12 stages: for an 
hour. 

The proposition in regurd to the ratio 
of coinage advanced by the free silver 
men was opposed by the anti-silver 
men, and when the conference took a 
recesS the-ant'-sliver representatives 
met to ftirther uss the matter. 
They were also unable to reach an 
agreement respecting the conduct of 
the discussion of the bill to be pre- 
pared by the committee of the free sil- 
ver ¢aucus. Anti-silver men say the 
advocates”of silver did not make suf- 
ficiently definite proposals upon which 
to act. 

One element of this. indefiniteness is 
said to be included in the suggestion 
that the beginning of the discussion be 
postponed until the rules of the House 
are adopted. It was argued that it 
would not require more than five min- 
utes for the House to temporarily adopt 
the rules of the Fifty-second Congress, 
and then the debate could proceed in 
an orderly manner, with some assur- 
ance of ability to enforce the terms of 


into. 

When the committee met this morn- 
ing, ghe anti-silver men, it is said, pro- 
posed that the House proceed at once 
to the consideration of a measure for 
immediate and unconditional repeal of 
the silver-purchasing clause of the 
Shermay act, and that a vote be taken 
upon that measure only. As a counter 
proposition, the silver men offered to 
introduce a bil! for repeal, coupled with 
@ provision for free coinage, the ratio 
to be fixed by the House. For this 
measure the opponents of silver might 
offer a substitute if they desired, but 
the silver men want & chance to vote 
on free coinage in some way. The lat- 
ter further agreed that the debate 
should continue three weeks, and if, at 
the end of that time, there were any 
remarks undelivered, they might be 
printed in the Record. This proposition 
the anti-silver men withdrew to con- 
sider before giving an answer. 

The reason for the refusal of the 
anti-silver men to accept the proposi- 
tion of the silver men is said to be the 
fact that the administration desires to 
have the Sherman law repealed uncon- 
ditionally, and the matter of new legis- 
lation to be discussed to.be decided 
upon its merits without reference to 
the relief which it is believed will be 
contained in the repeal of the purchas- 
ing clause. 

Secretary Carlisle was a visitor to 
the Capitol this morning. Establishing 
himself in the library, he sent for Rep- 
resentatives Cochran, Tracey and Ray- 
ner, who left the conference to attend 
his summons. 

Soon after the House adjourned, the 
silver and anti-silver advocates held 
separate conferences. promiliént 
anti-silver man stated that the matter 
had narrowed down to a question as to 
which proposition, repeal or free coin- 
age, should be voted on first. Secre- 
tary Carlisle is credited with advising 
the anti-silver men to insist on the un- 
conditional repeal of the purchasing 
clause, and to reach a vote on the sub- 
ject as s00n as possible. 


BLAND'S Bi S BILL.

A Washington special 
says: ‘Within two days Cleveland 
will return to Buzzard’s Bay, and no 
matter how important the cause that 
takes him there the effect will be a 
tendency to disorganization, and those 
who have carefully watched the situ- 
ation from the inside are of the opin- 
jon it will be almost impossible for 
him to hold his party together for 
any concerted action on the financial 
issue. 

“Unfortunately for Cleveland no 
member of his Cabinet, except Lamont, 
is on good terms with the leaders of 
the ‘House and Senate. With Cleve- 
land at Buzzard’s Bay, Lamont, alone 
and unaided, will be called upon to 
act as Cleveland’s whip. Without 
wishing to disparage Lamont, it looks 
as if he is likely to have a hard road 
to travel.” 


Back to Gray Gables. 
WASHINGTON, Aug. 10.—The Pres- 
ident will leave tomorrow afternoon for 
Buzzards’ Bay to stay probably till the 
lst of September. 


NATIONAL BANK CIRCULATION. 


A Measure Discussed by the Senate Finance 
Com mittee. 
WASHINGTON, Ape. 10.—(By the 
Associated Press.) The Democrats in 
the Senate do not propose being 
forced by the Republicans into hasty 
action upon silver, and have resolved 
that no forward steps shall be taken 
until they have agreed among them- 
selves upon @ plan of action that 
shall secure the support of a united 
party; so when the Finance Commit- 
tee came together this morning Chair- 
man Voorhees announced that @ ma- 
jority wished time to discuss and agree 
upon a line of action, and, therefore, 
desires the silver question not to be 
brought forward at the meeting. By 
“fuesday he hoped that the subject 

would be in order. 
The Republican members, except 
Senator Jones of Nevada, who stayed 


hearing of his mother’s death, ex- 
pressed dissatisfaction at the pro- 
gramme, and announced that they 
were ready at once to proceed to dis- 
cussion and action, as the President 
hed called attention to the need of 
speedy legislation, but as they real- 
ized that a simple expression of the 
wish of the majority was equivalent 
to a formal motion, which would un- 
doubtedly prevail, they made no 
further resistance to Chairman Voor- 
hees’s suggestion, and the silver ques- 
tion was relegated to next week 4s 
far as the Finance Committee is con- 
cerned. 

The committee took up and discussed 
a proposition to allow the national 
banks to issue circulation to the 
amount of the face value of the 
bonds deposited in the treasury.

A NEW PROPOSITION. 


English Bankers Reported Favorable to the 
Sherman Act. 

WASHINGTON, Aug. 10.—(By the As- 
sociated Press.) A new phase of the 
silver question was presented today in 
the shape of an apparently authorized 
proposition from London bankers, 
backed by the English government, to 
leading New York financiers, in which 
it was asserted that if the United 
States would maintain the present 
Sherman law on the statute books, En- 
gland would renew the free coinage of 
silver in India at an increased ratio of 
24 to 1. 

The most painstaking search fails to 
produce a single Senator who ever 
heard the idea. suggested, and when 
the proposition was unfolded, it was 
seen that both silver and anti-silve@id- 
vocates were opposed to it. 

“Coming as it does from an English 
source,” said Senator Teller, ‘“‘the Presi- 
dent might very naturally be expected 
to agree to it. Anything that England 
wants, appears to meet with his ap- 
provail.”"

NEED SMALL SILVER. -«- 


The Italian Government Substitutes Bronze 
Coins and Paper. 

ROME, Aug. 10.—(By Cable and Asso- 
clated Press.) There was a great want 
of small silver in Italy, owing to a rise 
in the rate of exchange. The continual 
illegal exportation of silver to France 
and Switzerland has induced a firm in 
Milan to coin tokens, which are gen- 
erally accepted. Other merchants use 
lire notes and postage stamps. 

To remedy the evil, the Minister of 
Finance has ordered an issue of 
bronze coins to the amount of §$2,900,- 
000, and one-lire notes to the amount of 
$6,000,000. This appears to be the only 
remedy, as the Latin Union convention 
does not allow the issue of such an 
amount of small silver. 


NASHVILLE BANKS. 


The American National Suspended and Other 
Runs in Progress. 

NASHVILLE (Tenn.,) Aug. 10.—(By 
the Associated Press.) The American 
National Bank, one of the strongest in 
the city, with @ capital of $1,000,000 and 
a surplus of $116,000, has suspended. 
The suspension is the result of a run 
caused by the suspension of the First 
National Bank last evening. 

In spite of a published card by the 
officers saying that the bank is per- 
fectly solvent, and pledging their per- 
sonal estates to the depositors, a run 
is also in progress on the Fourth Na- 
tional Bank. It has a capital of $1,000,- 
000 and a surplus of $200,000, and is con- 
sidered perfectly solvent. The Safe 
Deposit Trust and Banking Company 
posted a notice that depositors are safe 
for every dollar.

CHICAGO, Aug. 10.—(Special.)

They 
were staying at the Lindell Hotel, 
where they represented themselves to 
be traveling salesmen. 

Yesterday two female detectives in 
the employ of the police’ made over- 
tures to the thieves, and, after a good 
deal of fencing, they succeeded in pur- 
chasing a large quantity of clothing. 
This they immediately took to the offi- 
cers, who at once made a raid upon the 
rooms occupied by the men. The four 


were found there, and placed under ar- 
rest. 

In the rooms were four trunks and 
fifteen satchels, shown by the labels on 
them to have been taken from the 
Grand Trunk, Rock Island and Union 
depots. Other property, consisting of 
jewelry and wearing apparel was also 
found.

CROP CONDITIONS. 


A Considerable Decline in the 


Dry Weather and Drought Have Caused Much 
Damage—A Falling Off in Spring Wheat— 
California's Peach Crop Excel- 
lent in Quality.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 10.—(By the 
Associated Press.) The August report 
of the statistician of the Department 
of Agriculture shows that the condi- 
tion of corn has declined a little over 
six points during the past month, an 
average for the entire breadth being 
87, against 93.2 for July. This decline 
is due to drought, which has proved 
both extensive and persistent, while, in 
some parts of the country, continued 
dry weather has injured the crop be- 
yond recovery. It is, nevertheless, trie 
as to a larger portion of the area de- 
voted thereto, that improvement is not 
only possible, but, with sufficient rain- 
fall through August, it will be assured. 

The averages in the principal States 
are: Illinois, 81; Iowa, 102; Kansas, 
&2; Nebraska, 84. There has been con- 
siderable falling off in the condition of 
spring wheat since last month, amount- 
ing to something over ten points, the 
average condition of the present month 
being 67, as against 77.4 for the month 
of July. 

The condition by States is as follows: 
Wisconsin, 70; Iowa, 87; Nebraska, 78; 
South Dakota, 68. This decline of ten 
points is the result of too high a tem- 
perature and deficient rainfall in the 
spring wheat States. Drought is preva- 
lent over extensive areas, and has done 
much damage. Much injury also has 
been done this crop by the cinch-bug 
and by rust in several States. 

The condition of spring rye in Aug- 
ust is 78.5 as against 89 in July. The 
condition of oats has fallen 10 points 
since the July report, being 75.3 as com- 
pared with 88.8 last month, while in 
August, 1892, it stood at 86.2. It is the 
lowest condition reported in August for 
many years. August returns for bar- 
ley show a slight decline in condition 
from that of last month, being 84.6 
against 86.3 in July. 

The acreage of buckwheat is reported 
at 96.3, and the condition at 88.8. The 
condition of potatoes has declined 
nearly 9 poiyts in the last month, and 
now stands at 8&6. The condition of 


August has only been lower twice in 
the last decade. The condition of 
timothy is 89.6 compared with 43.2 in 
i892. The hay crop on the, whole is 
large, and has generally been secured 
in good condition. The general average 
of tobacco fell from 98 on July 1 to 
82.2 on August 1. 

A still further decline in the condi- 
tion of apples is made evident by the 
returns of August. In many States 
complete failure is reported. The 
drought has done damage to peaches in 
the Atlantic peach belt. A further de- 
cline is noted in Michigan, where the 
fruit has dropped severely. California 
has a good crop of excellent quality. 
An abundant crop of grapes is pre- 
dicted at this date. The percentages 
of July have been generally well main- 
tained. Dry weather has tended to 
check the spread of rot and mildew.

A CASHIER'S FALL. 


He Appropriates Large Sums After Squan- 
der'ng His Estate. 

SACRAMENTO, Aug. 10. — (By the 
Associated Press.) The Evening Bee 
published a long story of the disgrace 
and downfall of Fred Grotefend, cash- 
ier of the Bank of Shasta County at 
Redding, and who has been a most 
prominent and influential citizen of 
Northern California. He was trusted 
implicitly, and, besides his position as 
bank cashier, handled many estates 
without bonds, and had large sums of 
money entrusted to his care. 

The Bee says Grotefend was dis- 
missed from the bank in disgrace about 
a month ago. It was discovered that 
he had taken $50,000 of the bank's 
money from the vaults, and he was 
forced to deed over all his property to 
make the shortage good. His father 
left an estate of $70.000 to several chil- 
dren, and Grotefend was made execu- 
tor, without bonds.

The Inventor of the Bicycle. 

(Cincinnati Times-Star:) “‘The popu- 
lar belief is that the bicycle is a 
modern invention, when. in fact, it 
really dates back to the seventeenth 
century.”’ said Dr. T. Minor. “I 
learned this one day when I was mak- 
ing some translations from the Journal 
de Medicine de Paris. Ozaram, in 1694, 
in his ‘Mathematical and Physical 
Recreations.’ tells of a carriage, as he 
calls it. ‘in which one can ride without 
the use of horses.’ 

“And then he goes. on to tell of how 
a lackey sits at the back. makes it run 
by walking alternately with his two 
feet by means of two small wheels 
concealed in a case just between the 
wheels behind and attached to the 
axle of the carriage. This was the 
principle of the velocipede. so much 
improved since then. But the priority 
of the discovery of the bicycle I be- 
lieve to be established without further 
argument or dispute. 

“It was a physician, Eli Richard, 
a young physician of Rochelle, France, 
who made the first machine” after 
which: our,modern bicycle is patterned. 
He was a “medical student in Paris in 
1666, and became one of the great phy- 
sicilans of France. He died at the age of 
61, at Rochelle, in 1706, and there is a 
street in Rochelle named for him, and 
there is now a movement on foot to 
erect a bronze statue, not to Michaud, 
who, it is claimed, was the discoverer 
of the bicycle, but to the true discov- 
erer, Dr. Eli Richard.

The 
Fresno people add that the San Fran- 
cisco bankers and moneyed men, who 
usually supply the necessary money 
for handling the crops, are this year de- 
clining- to do so, which prevents pro- 
ducers from meeting their obligations. 

According to the Call, negotiations 
for an extra session of the Legislature 
have practically ceased, and, while a 
formal request will be made to Gov. 
Markham, it is not anticifated that he 
will accede to it. 

There is said to be a movement for 
the erection of a separate Southern 
California building at the fair. This 
would be a good idea. Another good 
scheme would be for Southern Cali- 
fornia to hold, during this fair, the 
most extensive and complete citrus 
fair that we have had, so as to have 
something to show the numerous vis- 
itors, who will undoubtedly come this 
way from San Francisco, and to stimu- 
late their coming.

An Electric Railway Locomotive. 

Inventive genius continues to achiewe 
results. What is claimed to be the 
first practical electric locomotive 
adapted to general railroad work has 
just been sent to the World's Fair to 
be placed on exhibition. It is of 
American construction, having been 
built by the General Electric Com- 
pany of New York. This new locomo- 
tive, which is to be propelled entirely 
by electric power, will run under a 
sort of trolley system of wires, not un- 
like that used in the present opera- 
tion of street electric roads. An ar- 
rangement has been effected whereby 
the trolley wire may be dispensed 
with, however, the current, under the 
second method being taken from con- 
ductors running parallel with the ser- 
vice rails, by means of a running wheel 
or sliding shoe contact, as used in the 
case of some of the European street 
roads. 

The locomotive is designed to at- 
tain a normal speed of thirty miles 
per hour, ard primarily was intended 
for elevated work where traffic was 
comparatively light, but its power 
greatly exceeding that expected, it is 
now believed that it may be used on 
standard-gauge roads with perfect suc- 
cess. The sample locomotive is 164% 
feet long, 11% feet high and 8 feet 
4 inches wide. The motors are sup- 
ported on springs resting upon the 
frame of the machine, and the arma- 
tures are mounted upon hollow shafts, 
through which the axles of the wheels 
pass and to which they are connected 
by special couplings. The cab is of 
sheet-iron, and is built upon the frame 
of the locomotive directly over the 
moving parts. It is symmetrical in 
appearance and so curved in form as 
to offer receding surfaces to the atmos- 
pheric pressure. 

It is not expected that the electric 
locomotive will supplant the steam 
engines for use on through lines of 
railway for many years to come, but 
with the improvemnt of the electric 
motor for transit purposes that re- 


. Sult is advanced as an expectation of 


the future not remote. This is another 
achievement of the end of the century. 


The Outlook for Wheat. 

At this time it appears almost cer- 
tain that wheat cannot fall lower. and 
that it will advance in price. The St. 
Louis Journal of Agriculture Says that 
the best authorities agree that the 
world’s wheat crop this vear will be 
short at least 100.000.000 bushels. The 
-American crop for this vear is estimated 
at about 383.000,000 bushels. which. with 
the surplus carried over from last 
year, will make less than 450.000.0900 
bushels. About 370.000.000 bushels will 
be required at home, leaving less than 
$6.000.000 bushels for export.

Bradstreet’'s claim that 
the total indicated . domestic wheat 
crop this year will not fall far short 
of 450,000,000 bushels, and that the 
probable total wheat available for ex- 
port this cereal year is fu}ly 150,000,000 
bushels. or more than we have shipped 
abroad in a like period, with three ex- 
ceptions. 

These are two views of the wheat 
situation. each of which is worthy of 
respect. Judging from aie California 
standpoint, there is scarcely any doubt 
that wheat will brine a higher price 
before the end of the vear. and farm- 
ers who are not forced to sell will run 
very little risk in holding their crop 
for better prices. 


Southern Horticulturists and the 
State Board. 

The State Board of Horticulture 
appears fated to get into hot water 
with the horticulturists of this section. 
Several of the Southern California pa- 
pers are commenting very unfavorably 
upon the following resolution, which 
was passed at a meeting of the Execu- 
tive Committee on the 15th of last 
month: 

‘Resolved, that an instructive botani- 
cal and horticultural exhibit be made 
by the State Board of Horticulture at 
the coming midwinter exposition, and 
that the secretary, ‘ Idrig, be 
appointed a committee of one to con- 
fer with the Executive Committee of 
the midwinter exposition, and to apply 
for 1600 square feet of space for the ex- 
hibit to be made by the State Board of 
Horticulture, and 609 square feet of 


“space for the Olive Growers’ Associa- 


tion, and that he particularly ask the 
Executive Committee to place a glass 
roof with ventilators over the exhibit 
space.” 


Attention is called to the fact that 
while 600 square feet are asked for an 
exhibit of the olive industry, no pro- 
vision whatever is made for a display 
of citrus fruits, and it is more than 
hinted that this is a further intentional 
slight wpon Southern California, be- 
cause our fruit-growers have had the 
assurance to criticise the State board. 
It is further pointed out that in the pro- 
gramme for the State meeting, to be 
held in Los Angeles in November, 
which was arranged by the same per- 
sons who passed the above resolution, 
no mention whatever is made of or- 


anges. 


It is difficult for the State Board of 
Horticulture to accorhplish much good 
when the majority of its members are 
not in sympathy with a large and im- 
portant section of the State. 


Railroads in the United States. 

Poor’s Railroad» Manual for 1893, 
which has just Ween issued, contains 
a mass of interesting figures in re- 
gard to railroad affairs in the United 
States, including a statement showing 
the number of miles of railroad con- 
structed and in operation each year 
in the United States from 1830 to the 
close of 1892. In 1830, which is not so 
very long ago that many of our readers 
cannot remember those days, there 
were in the whole United States only 
twenty-three miles of railroad in oper- 
ation. The increase during the first 
twenty years was very slow and grad- 
ual. Not until 1849 were there a thou- 
sand of miles of new railroads con- 
structed within one year, and at the 
close of 1850 there were only 9000 
miles in operation. After that year 


the annual increase became very rapid } 


and has continued so up to the pres- 
ent date, with the exception of the 
years of the war. The biggest year 
in railroad building’ was in 1887, when 
there were constructed 12,878 miles, 
which is about the same as in 1891. 
the total mileage of railroads in oper- 
ation in the United States at the end 
of last year was 175,223.

Mr. G. W. E. Griffith Maintains His Position 
and Produces Figures. 

DENVER (Colo.,) Aug. 8, 1893.—(To 
the Editor of The Times.) In your issue 
of the 3lst ult. you publish a long com- 
munication from J. R. Young, in which 
he attempts to reply to my criticism 
of the reckless statements made in his 
former article. This last communica- 
tion is also full of reckless assertions, 
unfounded on facts. 

He writes: “Mr. Griffith says, ‘On 
February 28, 1878, Congress restored the 
silver dollar and made it legal tender.’ 
Is not that statement a little reckless? 
Does Mr. Griffith intend to inform his 
readers that since that date a man can 
make a legal tender of silver dollars in 
payment of his debts?’ 

To which I answer: Yes, sir; I do 
just. make that very statement, which 
is not a reckless statement, but & solid, 
undisputable fact, and the law of the 
land. Mr. has never intelligently 
sought for information on this point or 
he would not have been ied irito such a 
serious error. The act of 1878 referred 
to makes the silver dollar a full legal 
tender for all debts, both public and 
private, Just the same as a gold dollar, 
and will pay any debt of any amount, 
either $1 or $1,000,000. 

The entire argument of Mr. Young is 
based upon his supposed fact that the 
silver dollar is not legal money, and, 
having shown his error, his entire ar- 
ticle falls down. I will state, however, 
that if his premises were true, his 
conclusions would not be correct—that 
there was a contraction of currency on 
that account — because any currency 
that circulates, whether it is legal ten- 
der or not, answers all the purposes of 
money. The national bank notes are 
not legal tender money, and yet are 
part of the circulating. medium just as 
much as gold or greenbacks, and an- 
swer all the purposes of money. . 

Mr. Young asks my special attention 
to the following points: 

“First—That debts have been multi- 
plied several times by the contraction 
of our currency. 

“Second—That since this contraction 
began the number of millionaires in our 
country, Which before could have been 
counted on your fingers, are now 
counted by the thousand; and the num- 
ber of tramps, before almost unknown 
in this country, are now counted by 
the million. 

“Third—The growing unrest among 
the laboring people throughout’ the 
country.” 

Here, again, he is in error. When 
was the currency. contracted? What 
act of Congress authorized it? What 
year did it occur? What was the 
amount of the contraction? Let us 
have the facts and figures. Was it the 
act of 1873, dropping the silver dollar? 
That is impossible, because there was, 
at that time, no silver dollars in circu- 
lation at all, and at this time there are 
between $400,000,000 and $500,000,000 in 
circulation, or represented by certifi- 
the ne thin 

e follow le ws @ money 
in the vable bince 1878. 
Deduct from this the money in the 
United States treasury and the result 
is the money in circulation: 
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Gold is the only currency that has 
contracted, and financiers say this de- 
crease is caused by the increase of sil- 
ver, as the cheaper money will always 
drive out the dearer.

The increase in fifteen vears is thus 
$9.10 per capita in circulation and $16.41 
per capita in money coined and issued. 
It will be seen that. instead of a con- 
traction. there has been a Steady in- 
flation of our circulation medium. 
The above statistics destrov all of the 
theories and conclusions of your cor- 
respondent. What will he say to them? 
Will he admit his error and acknow- 
ledge his mistake? 

One word as to the growth of mil- 
lionaires in this country to which he 
refers. Every intelligent man who has 
given the subject any investigation, 
knows that millionaires are not made 
by the contraction of the currency— 
they do not flourish during such 
periods, but just the contrary, they 
.Krow up during times of inflation, 
when business is unnaturally stimu- 
lated and prices are inflated—or when 
from any cause there is a rapid 
growth of wealth Im the country.

The Times ‘‘Prescription.’’ 

SANTA ANA, Aug. 10.—(To the 
Editor of The Times.) While I have 
the highest appreciation for the broad 
and liberal attitude of The Times upon 
all the great questions of the day, per- 
mit me to point out a few features in 
the ‘Prescription’ for settling our 
financial difficulties, published in The 
Times of August 3, which seem to me 
would have the effect of making things 
worse instead of better. 

This scheme would demonetize silver, 
except for debts of $10 or less. It pro- 
poses to increase our bonded debt $300,- 
000,000 “‘to redeem, if need be, a like 
amount of outstanding silver notes, 
silver coins and paper currency,’ and 
have these bonds payable in gold in 
twenty years. That, of course, would 
contract our present currency just 
$300,000,000, and if ‘‘such issue to be 
backed by sufficient gold in the treas- 
ury,”’ it would result in ‘withdrawing 
that much gold—whatever was paid 
in—from circulation, and would hoard 
in the treasury. That is virtu- 
ally the course we have been following 
for twenty-eight years. We have n 
“retiring’’ currency that bore no in- 
terest, and which was needed for the 
commercial transactions of our coun- 
try, and putting it into interest-bearing 
bonds, and, in every instance, this has 
been done against the protests of the 
masses, and at the behests of the 
money changers of Lombard and Wall 
streets. 

You sav “repeal the silver purchas- 
ing clause.” That is all right; but 
with that repeal. let there be a law for 
the free coinage of American silver 
with a vrovision that every outstand- 
ing debt may be paid in any of the 
coin of the United States without limi- 
tation. and we will hear no more howl- 
ing about ‘“‘parity’’ of metals. 

Again you say: ‘‘We cannot force 
an inferior silver dollar into unjversal 
circulation on a parity with gold by 
legislation.” 

Instead of there being any attempt 
to “force” silver into circulation, there 


has been a persistent effort to keep it 


from circulation. 

The vwresidents and their secretafies 
have refused to pay out silver, where 
on the face of paper it was payable in 
cilver. but they have discredited our 
silver coin in every way possible, and 
have paid out over $49,000.000 of gold 
to redeem silver certificates that were 
payable in silver coin. Let the gov- 
ernment redeem the silver certificates 
in silver when presented—let them pay 
off the 100.000 stipendiaries in silver 
instead of gold—let the  $160,000,000 
paid annually for pensions be paid in 
silver dollars. and the $400,000,000 of 
that despised currency—despised only 
by those interested in gold— 
will £0 into all the marts 
of trade and relieve the present strin- 
gency eas nothing else would. It is 
all ‘“‘bosh’’ to talk about ‘‘forcing”’ 
silver into circulation. So long as a 
silver dollar will buy butter, sugar, 
flour and clothes for a poor man, you 
can’t make him believe it is “inferior.” 
Let every bond now due or to become 
due, which is ‘‘payable in coin of the 
United States’”’ be paid in silver, un- 
til every dollar is in circulation. Then 
it will be kept active, in our domestic 
industries, and owing to its bulkiness, 
there would be but little disposition to 
hoard it. No more contraction, no 
more bonds, no other currency but 
that issued by the government of these 
United States, and enough of that, 
will give us an American policy which 
will bring emancipation.

Solid Meat and Solid Sense on the Money 
Qucstion. 

Here is as meaty, pointed and pun- 
gent an utterance on the money ques- 
tion as we have read. It is by Gen. 
John Beatty of Ohio, and the center 
shots he makes penetrate the bulls- 
eyc and come out on the other side. 
His words of wisdom, hope, courage 
and confidence ‘are refreshing, even 
here in California. 

Gen. Beatty responded as follows to 
@ request from the editor of the 
Columbus Dispatch: 

“With respect to the question you 
were kind enough to ask me to dis- 
cuss, permit me to say briefly that if 
chips and whetstones were made a 
legal tender in payment of al! debts, 
the workingman would see no yellow 
metal, and might be called upon to 
carry a basketful of money to the 
butcher when he wanted a becfsteak. 
I have heard something recent!y about 
the Sherman law from gentlemen like 
Alien W. Thurman who talk all day 
for nothing on the subject, and board 
themselves. If it is a good thing to 
buy 4,500,000 ounces of silver bullion 
every month,and sture it away as 
you would pig iron, and issue treasury 
notes therefor, why would it not be a 
better thing to buy 4,500,000 tons of pig 
iron each month, pile it up and pay 
for it in the same way? Iron is as 
imperishable as silver and more useful. 
Is it not far more important to the 
country that the iron furnaces should 
be kept going than the silver mines. 
‘An old colored woman suggested to 
me a few days ago an infallible cure 
for the financial disorder which is now 
afflicting the country, and I humbly 
uncovered my head in her presence in 
acknowledgment of her superior wis- 
dom. “Talk,” she said, ‘‘killed the 
dog.” This is as absolutely true as if 
it were found among the proverbs of 
Solomon. 

The thing to do just now is to stop, 
if possible, the infernal and idiotic 
chatter about money, hard times, 
banks, bankers and business men. If 
the newspapers could be suppressed for 
a week, and the people could keep their 
mouths shut for a few days, money 
would flow into its legitimate channels. 
Manufacturers, merchants, contractors 
and laboring men would get on their 
steady-going legs again, and the sun of 
prosperity would shine down upon us 
all—even upon that despised class of 
miserable sinners sometimes referred to 
as bankers, at other times as shylocks, 
and quite frequently as sharks. 

But just now the principal business 
of the people of this country is to talk 
about money and banks, and silver and 
gold. We have all become financiers, 
and, strange to say, gentlemen who 
have not enough business capacity to 
run a peanut stand successfully as- 
sume to know exactly how to manage 
the affairs of a great nation, and per- 
sist in thrusting their theories upon 
us with the voice of a yearling bull, 
but without the good sense which this 
animal usually displays. In short, in 
these dull months -of the summer, 
when we ought to be a fishing and hav- 
ing a good time, we are engaged in the 
work of frightening each other, and 
we have succeeded in getting a good 
many timid folks on the run, and the 
chances are that in the stampede some 
of them will break their necks, and so 
be relieved from all worry about the 
financial problem. If these panicky 
people could only stop long enough to 
look about them calmly, they would 
discover that the fields and barns are 
full of wealth, and that even the city 
of Columbus has within its corporate 
limits one hundred millions of income- 
paying property, and 100,000 people in 
fairly comfortable condition, and that 
neither here nor elsewhere is there any 


valid reason why people should hide. 


away their money as if their old-time 
neighbors and friends had suddenly be- 
come thieves and robbers, whom it is 
unsafe to trust. The truth is, the man 
who suspects everybody is not, as a 
rule, above suspicion, and has in him- 
self all the moral defects which he im- 
agings other men to possess. Faith, 
hope and charity are as indispensable 
in business as in other things. 


Architects and Builders.

and data furnished by the said trustees. 
This same Board of Trustees, however, 


after having entailed upon the archi- 
tects an expense amounting to, in the 
aggregate, several thousands of dollars, 
decided in their infinite wisdom (7) to 
change their minds in regard to what 
ae wanted, and coolly rejected all the 
plans. 

So much for these gentlemen, whose 
course may have been perfectly legiti- 
mate and commendable, acting upon 
the policy of getting as much as pos- 
sible for nothing, and getting that as 
often as attainable. 

The competing architects, at a spe- 
cial meeting called for that purpose, 
jointly and severally disapproved of 
the status the affair had assumed, and 
passed resolutions to that effect, also 
agreeing amongst themselves to have 
nothing further to do with any subse- 
quent competition that might arise in 
the same cause, which argument (with 
possibly the exception of a few who 
make a practice of imposture and chi- 
canery in their methods) will be ad- 
hered to. 

The instance cited is simply used as 
an example of that which is constantly 
being asked and expected of the archi- 
tects, and of a custom which has been 
so encouraged and fostered by “‘snide’’ 
and “jackleg’’ architects, that many 
owners who contemplate building a 
$1200 or $1500 cottage call upon the 
different architects and “invite’’ plans 
for the same; to be paid for if accepted, 
and with themselves as the arbiters.

THE CITY’S FINANCES. 


The Annual Statement Prepared by the 
Auditor. 


The annual statement, showing the 


condition of the city’s finances, and the 
estimated sums required for the tax 
levy of 1893-4, has been filed by City 
Auditor, Teale for presentation to the 
Council 

According to this statement the city 
is owing on bonds $1,830,600, and the 
annual interest on them amounts to 
$72,000. The bond sinking fund is 
$51,500. 

For the fiscal year 1892-3, the total 
assessment after equalization was $45,- 
810,807. The amount of tax levied 
for the same period was $453,108.07. 
The total amount of the demands drawn 
on the different funds was $484,- 
420.84. The balance in the treasury 
on July 31 was $414,098.38. 

The estimated expenses for the com- 
ing year,are: Firedepartment, $100,- 
220; gas, $46,000; street sprinkling, 
$34,000; common school fund, §182,- 
039.11; library, $29,855; parks, $75,- 
000.

HIS SECOND TRIAL. 


The. Mexican Aguilar in 
Court Again. 


Richards Repeats the Story of 
the Shooting. 


No New Points Developed in the 
_ Defense. 


Another Singuler Proceeding on the Part of 
the District Attorney—He Appeared 
as Counsel on the Wrong 
Side—Court Notes. 


Antonio Aguilar, the would-be assas- 
sin of D. S. Richards, appeared yester- 


day morning in Department One for his | 


second trial on the charge of assault 
with intent to commit murder. 

The effect of the scare occasioned by 
his former conviction and close con- 
finement in the county bastile, have ap- 
parently not agreed with the wretch, 
for when he swaggered into the court- 
room yesterday his face was thin and 
pale, and there was an unmistakable 
anxious and nervous look on his care- 
worn countenance, and before the pro- 
ceedings began he, in common with 
Deputy District Attorney Dupuy and 
his attorney, Walter Ferral, Esq., bit 
off an extra large chunk of chewing 
tobacco, which was masticated with 
much energy throughout the day. 

The preliminary ceremony over, the 
empaneling of a jury was begun. 

Mrs. Richards, the woman at the 
bottom of the trouble, sat well back in 
the body of the room among other spec- 
tators, who had assembled to listen to 
the detajls of the case, fixing her gaze 
many times in affectionate glances 
upon the repulsive features of the de- 
fendant. 

Mr. Ferral was prepared to do the 
best he could in the endeavor to keep 
his client out of San Quentin, and had 
fortified himself with every lever that 
might be used in the way of objections 
or points upon which to secure a con- 
flict of evidence. 

On the side of the prosecution there 
was an air of perfect confidence, which 
was not in the least dispelled by the 
vigorous cross-examination undergone 
by Mr. Richards, who was first put 
upon the stand. The latter told, in a 
clear voice and a manner even more de- 
cided than he had shown on the pre- 
vious trial, the story of the shoot- 
ing. He said that he was by 
trade or occupation a salesman. After 
his trouble with his wife and Aguilar 
he had taken a room in the lower por- 
tion of the city_and engaged with a 
jewelry firm on Spring street to seli 
some clocks for them. On the day of 
the shooting he started out with two 
clocks, stopping along at the different 
business places down Main street to 
Washington Gardens, trying to dispose 
of the timepieces. He finally got one 
off his hands and returned with the 
other, as it was then growing late. 
Before going to his room he went into 
a chophouse to get a lunch, and then 
bought some cigarettes and started 
down Second street toward Los Angeles 
street. He was then carrying the 
clock under his right arm. Just as he 
reached the end of a fence that runs 
along within about one hundred feet of 
Los Angeles street, Aguilar suddenly 
jumped out and seized him by the 
throat, exclaiming as he did so, “‘You 
—— ——, you have made me a heap of 
trouble, and I am going to kill you 
now.” Richards threw up his teft 
nand “involuntarily, but in a moment 
the Mexican had begun to shoot, firing 
three times before he lowered his re- 
volver, each shot taking effect in Rich- 
ards’s body. After the third shot was 
@red an officer rushed up and placed 
Aguilar under arrest. 

When this case was first tried, a ver- 
dict of guilty was brought in by the 
jury after but very little deliberation. 
Then the defense moved for a new trial 
on the grounds that the evidence wy 
which it was offered to show that Rich- 
ards had made threats against the life 
of ilar, was objected to, and the 
objections sustained by the court. 

The point was a mere technicality, 
and it was not supposed that the facts 
of the case would be differently pre- 
sented or affected by such evidence be- 
ing allowed to go in, but, as the mo- 
tion seemed well founded, the District 
Attorney acquiesced in the opinion of 

“the court that a new trial should be 
granted. 
IT WAS VERY QUEER. 

The story of another of the singular 
performances indulged in by the Dis- 
trict Attorney’s office came to light 
yesterday in Department Six, in the 
hearing of the case of the People vs.

GONE TO HER REST. 


Death of the Aged Mother of Senator 
Jones. 

Mrs. Mary P. Jones, the aged mother 
of Senator John P. Jones, died at the 
Jones residence in Santa Monica 
Wednesday afternoon, after a brief ill- 
ness. 

Gathered about the death-bed of this 
gentle, loving old lady were one son, 
two daughters, eight grandchildren and 
two great-grandchildren, and _ their 
mourning was genuine — their grief 
deep-rooted. 

Mrs. Jones was born in London in 
1802. She came to the United States 
when 28 years old, bringing with her 
six children. She settled with her hus- 
band in Cleveland, O., where, for forty- 
one years, she lived an ideal, happy 
life. Here one of her sons, Judge J. M. 
Jones, now resides. 

After the death of her husband, Mrs. 
Jones went to Gold Hill, Nev., the resi- 
dence of her son, Senator Jones. Here, 
however, it was found that the high 
altitude was deleterious to her health, 
and more on account of:this than any- 
thing else was Senator Jones induced 
to build his Santa Monica residence, 
that his mother might be removed 
there and enjoy in her declining years 
the beauties and benefits of the sea- 
side home. 

All the arrangements of the mansion 
were adapted especially to her com- 
fort, and here for four years she has re- 
sided. Her life has been prolonged by 
her residence here and its closing years 
were among her sweetest. 

Mrs. Jones was a lady of an unusu- 
ally loveable character. She was 
greatly beloved by all her children, 
grandchildren and great-grandchildren. 
No one ever heard her speak a single 
crgss or passionate word, and her char- 
ity was far-reaching. 

She was exceptidnally , intellectual, 
and, though for several years she suf- 
fered from blindness, her other facul- 
ties were all the keener, her mind un- 
dimmed. Her good influence was felt 
in the home circle, and, as one re- 
marked yesterday, who was closely con- 
nected with her during her life—the re- 
membrances of her good offices and 
pure character will go far toward mak- 
ing her children and grandchildren bet- 
ter men and women.

HALEY THE FORGER. 


Commencement of hisEx- 
amination. 


The Story of His Several Crooked 
Transactions. 


Levying Blackmail in the Name of 
Chief Glass. 


) Two of His Victims Testify Against Him— 


How He Worked His Schemes— 
Testimony of the 
Officers. 


The preliminary examination of J. 
Milton Haley, charged with forgery, 
opened in Justioé Seaman's court yes- 
terday at the morning ‘session. Haley, 
it will be remembered, is the individual 
who represented himself as being a con- 
fidential agent of the Chief of Police, 
whose particular business it was to col- 
‘“‘hush money’’ from gamblers and 
prostitutes, and who further gave two 
women of this latter class a forged re- 
ceipt for $20 house rent, the name of 
the firm of Nolan & Smith being at- 
tached thereto as agents for the owner. 

The first witness to be examinee were 
the two women—known in demi monde 
circles as Fay Carson and Lilly Russell. 
Their testimony was in the same line as 
their first story, which appeared in The 
Times some ten days ago, when Haley 
was first arrested. ‘ 

Their statement was that Haley came 
tothem and said that he understood 
they wished to establish a house of ill- 
fame, to wbich they replied that such 
was the case. He then said that he was 
inthe employ of Chief Glass, and if 
they would put dp a certain amount of 
money, to be paid in part to the Chiet 
and the balance to the officer on the 
beat, that he (Haley) would see that it 
was ‘‘all right.’’ He also agreed to se- 
cure them a house in a desirable loca- 
tion, and after some further talk left 
them. Later he returned and took 
them to look at the house, No. 501 
New High street, which suited them, 
awd they paid him $20 for a month's 
rent, he giving them a receipt for the 
same in the name of Nolan & Smith. 

Upon cross-examination the witness 
denied that Haley had ever had any 
other relations with them than those 
stated, but said he owed another girl at 
teeir honse $10. This girl was not 
now in town. : 

in tGe aiternoon Mr. Smith and his 
partner were placed upon the witness 
stand and testified that the women had 
applied tothem for the lease of the 
house mentioned, and had been told 
distinctly that they could not have it. 
fhe defendant had come in a few days 
later, and after obtaining a description 
of the house and the price had gone 
gone away. Yes, Mr. Smith remem- 
bered to have seen Haley once before, 
he having been in the office to leave a 
letter addressed to a patron of the 
firm. 

Detective Benson testified as to mak- 
ing the arrest, and Haley’s denial of all 
knowledge of the crime. 

Secretary Moffatt told what Halev 
said in an interview in the Chief's pri- 
vate office. This wason the morning 
-of August 1, the day followiag his ar- 
rest. He then stated that he had writ- 
ten the receipt at the request of the 


Carson woman for her to use 
as a ‘‘flash’’ in getting a 
lot of money out of a rich 


horseman, who wanted her to furnish a 
house, and would supply the money if 
she could show that she had a place en- 
gaged. Defendant denied that he had 
received any money himself, or that he 
had ever professed to be a police emis- 
sary, saying “Iam not quite that kind 
of aman.’’ He had, however, stated 
that he was under oblizationsto the 
Carson girl, having drank her wine, and 
feltthat he could not refuse a little 
thing such as she asked in the signing 
of the receipt. 

Chief Glass testified in corroboration 
of the officers’ statements, and Detec- 
tive Goodman was put on the stand. 
He told nothing new, although R. A. 


Ling, Esq., who represents the de- 
fendant, was evidently -afraid he 
would do and was full 


of objections whenever the officer 
would refer to a certain mysterious 
‘horse and buggy”’ transaction of which 
it was assumed that Haley had guilty 
knowledge. Goodman was the last wit- 
ness examined and upon the People 
resting defendant’s council secured a 
continuance till this 9:30 morning, 
when he will decide whether or not to 
offer any defense. 

It is not thought that he will attempt 
any defense at this time, leaving that 
until the case comes up in the Superior 
Court.

CHINESE MURDER.

Details of the Tragedy at Santa 
Monica. 


The Killing Belleved to Have Grown Oat of 
the Quon Ah Moon Murder, in 
Which Both Celestials 
Were Witnesses. 


Brief mention was made in The Times 
yesterday morning of the shooting af- 
fray between Chinamen at Santa Mon- 
ica Wednesday night, resuiting in the 
killing of Quong Yek. The trouble 
took place about 10 p'clock, a number 
of shots being fired. Officers immedi- 
ately proceeded to Sam Lee's laundry 
on Fourth street, and there found, lying 
upon the ground, @ Chinaman named 
Quong Yek, with an ugly bullet wound 
through his vitais,-and a revolver of 
the latest pattern, with. three loads 
missing, close beside his prostrate 
form. 

The man was not yet dead, and Drs. 
Lanterman and Chaffee were sum- 
moned, who did ‘what they could in a 
medical way for the casping Celestial. 
Their efforts were, however, fruitless, 
and in twenty minutes after their ar- 
rival Quong Yek gave up the ghost, 
and the object of the Geary law, in 
this one instance, at least, was carried 
out. 

An inquest was held upon the re- 
mains by the Coroner and a jury yes- 
terday. Several of the Chinamen em- 
ployed about the laundry were on hand 
to testify, -but their evidence was of 
little use in clearing up the mystery 
of the heathen’s demise. The interrog- 
atories propounded to them were met 
with a blank stare, or they took refuge 
the Chinaman'’s convenient 
sa 


The most lucid story was from Of- 
ficer Barretto, who testified that he was 
one of the first to arrive at the scene 
of the tragedy. The Chinaman was 
found outside of the washhouse. Be- 
fore he died Quohg Yek said to the of- 
ficer that one Quong Ah Yen, who is 
believed to be a noted highbinder, had 
shot him, and that the shooting was 
entirely unw 

Aside from this*testimony it was as- 
certained that thé dead man had been 
in Santa Monica several days, and was 
employed at Sam Lee's laundry, and 


that the Chinaman who did the shoot-} 


ing only arrived 
the shooting. 

The: bullet was from a thirty-eight- 
calaber pistol, and did not eorrespond 
with the ones found in the dead man’s 


in town the day of 


pistol. Ht entered the arm of the’ dead 
Chinaman, ed the body, cut- 
ting through fhé Tiv®r, fedged near 


one of his kidneys. 

The verdict of the Coroner’s jury was 
to the effect that Yek came to his death 
frem a gun-shot wound inflicted by 
Quong Ah Yen. 

In the excitement of the moment 
Quong Ah Yen escaped, and, although 
the local constabulary, aided by the 
Sheriff's deputies, were busy all day 
yesterday in pursuit of the Chinaman, 
he had not been apprehended up to a 
late hour last nicht. 

There are several theories as to the 
cause of the shooting, but owing to the 
natural reticence of the Chinamen, who 
are the only ones o know anything 
about it, it is difficult to arrive at any 
definite conclusion in regard to the 
matter. 

Some of the officers think that it is 
but the outgrowth of another difference 
between the highbinders, and_ that 
Quong Yek was sacrificed because he 
had incurred the displeasure of that 
blood-thirsty gang. Others are of the 
opinion that the killing grows out of 
the Quon Ah Moon murder case, in 
which both Quong Yek and Ah Yen 
were witnesses on opposite sides of the 
case. And still another theory is that 
the Chinaman was killed by Quong Ah 
Yen in self-defense.

The paving project 
was first advanced as a much-needed pub- 
lic improvement; an asphalt surface and 
base were agreed upon after careful con- 
sideration as the proper kind of pavement 
to lay, but out of respectto the wishes of 
a majority of the property-owners, the | 
epecifications were changed providing for | 
acement concrete base. The legal pro- | 
ceedings were all gone over.again, and | 
after the lapse of weeks. on the last day 
left the successful bidder to sign the con- | 
tract, the opponents to the measure once | 
more come to the front with objections, 
not against thecharacter of the pavement, 
but against any pavement at ali, on the 
ground that they cannot afford it.

ORANGE COUNTY. 


Orange-growers Want Protection 
for Their Product. 


Streng Resolutions Adopted by the Chamber 
of Commerce—The Brown-Murray 
Atfray—Notes and 
Personals. 


The fruit-growers of Orange county are 
awakening to their iaterests, and are be- 
ginning to realize that there must be 
some unity of action among them if 
their best interests are preserved in the 
present session of Congress. Therefore, 
in conjunction with the fruit-growers of 
the whole State, the following resolution 
was prepared by them and presented at a 
recent meeting of the Cnamber of Com- 
merce, for that bedy to adopt, which it did 
without hesitation ; 

Whereas. it is shown that the capital in- 
vested in. horticultural pursuits in the 
United States in 1891 amounted to $1,- 
000,000,000, giving employment to hun- 
dreds of thousands of our best men, women 
and children, bringing fato a high state of 
cultivation and ftmcreased vaiuation vast 
acreage; that notwithstanding the immen- 
sity of the frait, interest in our country, 
there was imported in 1891 into the United 
States, fruits and nats to the amount of 
$26,015,374. while our exports were’ only 
$2,434,793, leaving a balance against us 
of $23,580,581, 

Whereas, the great State of California, 
with its fertile acres, continuous summer 
and all but tropical climate, has made 
giant stridesin the production of fruits and 
nuts until their reputation, beauty and qual- 
ty is more co-extensive than with the limits 
of the United States; that it is within the 
line of probabilities that in the near future 
this State will under favorable transporta- 
tion facilities and wise national legisiation 
supply the entire home demand and have 
an excessas for export, and 
Whereas, the disparity between the 
wages paid, the cost of production in Italy, 
Spain, Mexico and the islands of the séa, 
with that of our own country, is so very 
great that our horticultarists cannot com- 
pete with them successfully without due 
and adequate duties are laid and matin- 
tained upon the imported fruit products of 
such and all other countries, the trutn of 
which has been fully demonstrated to our 
orange and lemon-growers this season, a 
large percentage of which have shipped 
their entire crop to the Eastern (our only) 
amarkets, only to find the same glutted with 
the imported orange and lemon, and re- 
ceive nothing for that which represents the 
product of a twelve month of toil and the 
expenditure of large sums of money, to the 
very great damage of the individual and 
the State at large, and 
Whereas, fit is indisputable that the re- 
moval or diminishing of the existing duties 
upon oranges, lemons, walnuts, raisins, 
etc., etc., Means the atter ruin and decay 
of this, the chief industry of our State; 
therefore, be it 
Resolved, that our representatives in 
Congress be, and they are hereby earnestly 
requested to use all honorable means to so 
adjusc the duty on the imports of fruits 
and nuts, to the end that the American 
market may be guaranteed to American 
growers; that the millions of money in- 
vested in this industry may not be lost, and 
the bunareds of thousands of our best citi- 
zenship therein engaged be saved from the 
degrading influence of the pauper and 
coolie labor of foreign lands. 

MURRAY'S CONDITION. 

William Murray, the man at El Modena 
who came so near being killed by Luther 
Brown Tuesday afternoon, is improving 
slowly, although the physicians say yet 
that the chances for his recovery are 
slight. Yesterday (Thursday) he was in a 
comatose condition the greater part of the 
day, made so through the lHberal use of 
narcotics, but at times he suffered terrible 
pain and was almost uncontrollable. The 
dectors have taken away a portion of the 
skull, and would remove more, but they 
fear the unfertunate man cannot now sur- 
vive a further operation. 

Young Brown secured his bail on Wednes- 

day evening, and returned to his father's 
home at El Modena in the evening. 
A further investigation into the details 
of the affair develops evidence not at all 
complimentary tothe charactor of Willlam 
P. Brown, the father of the young maa 
who committed the assault. Among the 
neighbors there seems buat little doubt that 
the water pipe over which the quarrel 
began was the property of Murray, and 
that the elder Brown was infringing upon 
the rights of his neighbor when he 
attempted to remove the same. The young 
man, however, bears a good reputation, 
and so does Mr. Murray. 

In speaking of the details of the affair 
the Orange News says: 

*William Murray, blacksmith, some time 
ago purchased a house and lot of W. P. 
Brown, and after the purchase a dispute 
arose as tothe ownership of some water 
pipe laid on the premises, Brown claiming 
that it did not go with the property, Mur- 
ray claiming that it did. Last evening 
about 6 o'clock Brown, assisted by his son, 
Luther, proceeded to take up the pipes. 
Mrs. Murray, who was alone at the house 
atthe time, protested, and finding the 
Browns would not desist, went for her hus- 
band. When he arrived he insisted that 
the pipe should not be moved. The elder 
Brown was down on his knees unjointing 
the pipe, while Luther, the son, leaned on 
a shovel close by. Murray, tinding that 
the elder Brown would not desist, pushed 
him forward and he fell. Luther at once 
swung his shovel and struck Murray a ter- 
rible blow with the blade of theinstrument 
on the left side of the head above and be- 
‘hind the ear, crashing in the skull and 
making a scalp wound five or six inches in 
length. Thisis the story of the affair as 
told by eve-witnesses. The Browns claim 
that the blow was struck in self-defense; 
that Murray, after pushing the old man 
down, or striking him down, was about to 
attack the son witha pair of blacksmith’'s 
tongs when the blow with the shovel was 
struck.”’

Much concerning this and 
the life and work of the superintendent and 
his wife among the Indians, as well as pic- 
tures that might be drawn of the school 
and its environs, must needs be omitted, 
as it dves not concern the pupils 
in relation to, their visit to this 
resort; but of this the public may rest as- 
sured, that the pupils haver been well en- 
tertained, while being themselves enter- 
taining.

Receiver at Work Straightening 
. Out the Tangle. 


Application Made te the District Attorney 
for a Complaint Against Chil- 
dress, Which Was 
Refused. 


The receiver of the City Bank is 
hard at work gétting the tangled af- 
fairs of that imstitution straightened 
out. He will, this month, surrénder the 
lease of the premises, so that hereafter 
all rent will be saved. 

He is paying no attention to news- 
paper reports about his removal. He 
is acting under orders of court, and 
does not expect the court to complain 
of him for obeying its orders. There 
is no difference as to authority, duties 
or compensation between an assignee 
and receiver. The difference is in name 
only. As the court was fully advised 
of all the facts at the time he was ap- 
pointed he (the receiver) does not ex- 
pect that the court will criticise him 
because of. any of those facts. And, 
further, he is advised that no criti- 
cism that has yet been made as to his 
appointment or management has any 
a in fact or any standing in 

w. 


REFUSED A COMPLAINT. 

For some days past there has been 
more or less talk among the depositors 
of the City Bank about instituting 
criminal proceedings against A. D. 
Childress, the president of the institu- 
tion. Dist.-Atty. Dillon is reported to 
have stated shortly after the bank 
closed its doors, after an examination 
by him in his official capacity, that the 
concern had been deliberately looted, 
and that there was ground for criminal 
proceedings. Nothing was done at 
this time, however, and the matter 
dropped. When the receiver finally 
filed his report, and the true condi- 
tion of the bank became known, this 
talk was revived, and increased as time 
passed. On Wednesday afternoon 
one of the Chronis Bros., and another 
of the depositors called at the District 
Attorney’s office, when Chronis desired 
to swear out a complaint against Child- 
ress for obtaining money under false 
pretenses, and also for publishing a 
false statement of the condition of the 
bank It is alleged that at 3:30 
o'clock on Monday, after the bank 
failed, Childress received a deposit of 
over $200 from ¢ nis, that the bank 
was insolvent at this time, and that 
Childress knew it was insolvent. It 
is also represented that Childress was 
preparing to leave the State, which 
was urged as another reason for the 
law officers taking immediate action. 

On this statement, the District At- 
torney said that he would take the 
matter under advisement, and would 
give an answer“the following morn- 
ing. Yesterday morning another call 
was made on the District Attorney, 
when that official declined to issue a 
complaint until he could further in- 
vestigate the case.
